afprefaid,  That  the  County  Courts,  op  Inferior  Gouijs  of  #  Common  Pleas, 
be  Held  and  Kept  in  each  Refpe&ive  County,  by  the  Juftices  of  the  fame 
Countv,  or  three  of  them  at  the  leaft,  (  the  firft  Juftice  of  the  Quorim,  then 
prefent  to  Prefide  )  at  the  fame  times  and  Places' they  have  been  formerly 
Kept  according  to  Law,  for  the  Hearing  and  Determining  of  all  Civil  Acti- 
ons ariling  or  happening  within  the  fame,  Triable  at  the  Common  Law, 
according  to  former  Ulage.  The  Juftices  for  Holding  and  Keeping  of  the 
laid  Court  within  the  County  of  Suffolk,  to  be  particularly  appointed  and 
Commiffioned  by  the  Governour,  with  the  Advice  and  Content  of  the 
Council.  And  that  all  Writts,  or  Attachments  mail  Iflue  out  of  the  Clerks 
Office  of  the  laid  feveral  Courts.  Signed  by  the  Clerk  of  fuch  Court,  di- 
re&ed  unto  the  Sheriff  of  the  County,  his  {Jader-Sheriff,  or  Deputy  :  The 
Jurors  to  Serve  at  faid  Courts,  to  be  Chofen  according  to  former  Cuftome, 
by  and  of  the  Freeholders,  and  other  Inhabitants,  qualified  as  b  dke&ed  in 
Their  Majefties  Royal  Charter.
